He had a quick run of the East Coast Parish when he saw the 
Luther League Chapel at Le Ressouvenir. The next evening at 7 o'clock our visitor spoke 
in Georgetown at the first of three Rallies crganised by the Syncdical Luther League, 
Saturday was spent travelling to New Amsterdam and on Sunday Rev. Bauer preached 
at the morning service at Ebenezer and then addressed the second Luther League Rally 
of his tour. He later on met the Executive Committee of the Synodical Luther League 
in a formal meeting. 

Inthe company of Rev. Dr. G. Gordon Parker, Rev. Bauer travelled to Skeldon and 
was guest speaker at the High Schcol’s convocation on Monday. Next day he went up 
the Berbice River with Pastor and Mrs. Magalee for the Rally at St. Lust and returned 
to Georgetown on Wednesday 9th March. On Thursday Pastor Bauer saw Sandhills the 
site of the Luther League Objective— a School and Hostel. 


Pastor Bauer’s stay was shorter than all wished for, He endeared himself to all he met 


_ and at the parting ceremony was presented with a Tray made of most of the woods of the 


Colony in appreciation of his interest and devotion to the Luther League. What he has 
‘done is more than can be gauged or measured. May God continte to bless him in his 
‘efforts to extend and develop His kingdom here.
